Wash well some lettuce, In the first 


place, in salted cold water, cut off the 
coarse outer leaves and shred the finer 
ones'with the fingers, as a knife should 
not touch them. Make a salad dressing 
as follows: Boll two eggs until hard; 
then, when cold, shell nnd remove the 
yolks. Beat these smooth with a spoon 
in a basin and add by degrees a des- 
sertspoonful of made mustard, a tea- 
spoonful of white sifted sugar and a 
seasoning of white pepper and salt. 
Beat until no lumps are observed in the 
mixture. Now drop, in three dessert- 
spoonfuls of pure salad oil very gradu- 
ally, stirring constantly, and two des- 
sertspoonfuls of vinegar, one teaspoon- 
ful i f anchovy saucn and one dessert- 
spoonful of Worcester sauce. 


Stir the whole regularly and always 


in the same way, so that the dressing 
may be smooth. When quite evenly mix- 
ed, stir In two tablespoonfuls of cream. 
When the salad is likely to be soon 
used, break up the lettuce as above di- 
rected and pour over some of the sauce. 
Garnish the top rf the salad with slices 
of hard boiled ess and small fancy 
shapes In boiled beet root.

To cut it an ex- 
cellent plan is to wind the cotton upon 
a round ruler, then with a sharp pair of 
scissors to cut the thread along the 
whole length of the ruler. 


To begin the knitting, an uneven 


number of stitches is cast on and four 
or five rows knitted plainly; then on the 
second stitch of the row to be fringed 
one of the lengths of cut cotton is knit- 
ted in. The length is simply doubled, 
and, being placed end to end, the loop - 
so formed in the center is taken along 
with the stitch in knitting. 


AH the even stitches take a piece of 


cotton fringe on this row. 
The next' 


row is knitted plainly; then comes an- 
other fringed row. Thus the rows con- 
tinue, one fringed, one plain, until the 
strip is long enough. If this strip is 
knitted in white cotton the next strip 
may be in red cotton, the colors alter- 
nating until the requisite number of 
strips are knitted, when they are sewed 
together to make a very handsomo 
striped cotton mat. 


This method of knitting1 th& fringe on 


every alternate row makes a heavily 
fringed, pretty and durable rug* very 
warm and comfortable for the feet on 
stepping out of the bath. As It is ab- 
sorbent it becomes of great service, es- 
pecially in a house where there aro 
many children to bathe. If the rug Is de- 
sired lighter than this, so makins it 
easier to wash when soiled, the rows of 
cotton fringe may be placed on every 
fourth row instead of upon every sec- 
ond one. 


To vary the patterns In different ruga 


the white strips may be knitted wide 
and the red ones narrow and vice 
versa. Again, the alternate rows of 
cotton lengths may be knitted red and 
white, this plan making an oxcoliont 
mat, or perhaps n white rus with a red 
border may be liked. 


Little lingers grnw expert at thla 


work, and little heads got very interest- 
ed in it. The knitting not only gives 
finpor practice nnd profitable employ- 
ment of time, hut cultivates the facul- 
ties of patience nnd attention no less 
than it teaches the duty of using up all 
scraps of time.
